On Sept. 15 and again on Oct. 2, 
the special panel on the Sabin 
vaccine reuorted the problem that 
some cases of polio appeared to 
stem from use of the vaccine, 
specifically from Type III viruses, 
one of the triumvirate of polio 
virus types.

There xvere, they said. 11 cases 
of polio in question and there was 
sufficient 
evidence 
to 
indicate 
‘‘that at least some of these cases 
have been caused by Type III 
vaccines.”

cases considered Compatible—that 
is, 11 cases where the circum­ 
stantial

Public Health Service, said para­ 
lytic polio w'as defined as cases 
where there was some muscular 
disorder after 60 days.

Here 
and there Christmas music is heard on the streets.

Today's Christmas carol is a domesticated descendant of 
a lively folk dance. 
The carol started out in the Middle Ages as a circular 
country dance, called a “carole” in French. Some of the 
early Christians looked askance at dancing, however, and 
.. the carol soon lost its steps. 
The lyrics of the songs that had accompanied the dance 
began to change, too, and eventually the “macaronic" style 
appeared. This consisted of tacking a Latin phrase on to 
the popular lines, so that the people sang: 
Make we joy now in this feast 
In qua Cnristus natus est 
They didn’t necessarily understand the Latin, although it 
carried on the sense of the song but the stately Latin w’ords 
gave them a religious image. 
In 1223 St. Francis of Assisi started the custom of placing 
a creche, or miniature Nativity scene, in the church at 
‘ Christmas time. People began to act out the events of the 
'Nativity—one of the steps in the development of mystery7 
• plays—^and then to compose carols to sing with the plays, 
illése led to the French noels, strictly Christmas songs, 
which, in turn, inspired the English carol. 
Carols, both secular and religious, flourished in England 
*■ until the Puritans substituted their more spiritual hymns. 
These carried along their less earthy messages ior more 
than a century, until a demand for better Chn nas music 
brought back the carol.

A ‘PROFIT GOUGE’ 
In some circles the belief is held that state-controlled 
economies in which prices are fixed by government pro­ 
vide a better break for consumers than profit-seeking en­ 
terprise in the United States. 
Representatives of 109 nations in a meeting of the Unit- 
s. ed Nations Social Committee were given evidence to the 
; contrary. 
During a discussion of prices of commodities which pro­ 
vide much of the income of underdeveloped countries, the 
Sov.'et Union attempted to blame price declines on the West. 
Mrs. Ronald Tree, U. S. representative, pointed out that 
tea imnons into the Soviet had fallen from 5 percent of 
«■ world shmments in 1939 to less than 3 percent today. On 
the o'her hand, the U. S. uses half the wTorld shipments of 
.coffee and imports 9 percent of the tea. 
She suggested that nations with state trading-monopol- 
ies might do well to reduce exorbitant prices to consumers. 
. The Soviet consumer, she said, pays 30 times the import 
price. In Poland, tea costs the consumer 62 times the im­ 
port price. 
Under American competitive free enterprise, tea is im­ 
ported, blended, packaged and sold to consumers at about 
four times the import price. 
For coffee, the Soviet consumer pays 13 times the import 
price and the Polish consumer pays 97 times the import 
price, while the American consumer gets his coffee for little 
Inoie tn»n twice what it costs to bring it into the country. 
The implication in Mrs. Tree’s remarks was that some 
of the commodity surpluses which plague the developing 
nations would be greatly alleviated if such slate trading 
monopolies would stop gouging consumers bv fixing prices 
at levels “fantastically higher” than the world market and 
make it possible for them to enjoy greater consumption. 
There is ample evidence that nothing is so rapacious as 
far as consumers are concerned as the state-controlled econ­ 
omy of a totalitarian society.

It has been fully established that the United States 
Senate is about half-populated with members whose service 
goes back no farther than 1950. But how does this “august 
body” stack up on an age basis? 
Almost exactly half the membership is 60 years of age 
or older. A goodly one-tenth of the members are in fact 
70 or more, and among that list, of course, is one octogen­ 
arian, the venerable Sen. Carl Hayden of Arizona. 
Yet these figures hardly make the Senate an old man’s 
haven. For there are 33 senators between the ages of 50 
and 60, another 15 who range from 40 to 50, and even three 
who are under 40. So, in fact, 51 members of this “greatest 
deliberative body in the world” fall below the 60-year mark. 
It might well be argued that this is an amazingly good 
balance between the seasoning of age and the freshness 
and drive of relative youth. The word “relative” is import­ 
ant. however, for the Senate obviously is not a place well 
populated with mere boys. 
In recent years, the notion of the Senate as—by nature— 
the more conservative of the two congressional chambers 
seems to have been substantially altered. The House has 
been operating as a bar to the Senate's often somewhat 
more liberal versions of major legislative proposals, in both 
the Eisenhower and Kennedy administrations. 
Some, scanning the age breakdown in the Senate, might 
be tempted to ascribe that body’s leanings to heavy sprink­ 
ling of members under 60. Yet of those 51, probably a good 
20 have to be tagged as definite conservatives. The list in­ 
cludes two of the most celebrated—Tower and Barry Gold- 
water. 
On the other hand, roughly a dozen of over 60 have to be 
classed as liberals, at least in many major fields. 
Furthermore, though age breakdowns of the unwiedly 
437-member House are not available, all the indications arc 
that the age average there is lower than the Senate’s. 
Clearly, there is no firm tie between advancing age and 
conservative legislature performance in the Senate. There 
are wild-eyed old liberals like Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois, 
and green, young, conservatives like Sen. Jack Miller of 
Iowa. 
Admittedly the picture is weighted somewhat by the fad 
that the younger Southern senators tend almost inevitably 
to be conservatives. Few liberals score in the 13 southern 
and border states. 
Nevertheless, the Senate’s age spectrum, when matched 
against its performance, suggests that a senator’s outlook is 
not governed too materially by his age

gan and 100 B ibes. A Pontiac, 
Michigan, worker used his winning 
to bring a young Itaiian to th's 
country and finance most of his 
education in an electronics trade 
school.

THREE FORWARD STEPS 
President Kenn : ly, in a special 
message to Congress on transpor­ 
tation told that body what every­ 
one in and out of Washington has 
known at least since the nationa­ 
lization of the railroads during 
World War I — that a superabun­ 
dance of Federal regular “'hack­ 
les and distort. ” the industrv. 
Constructively, he asked legisla­ 
tion that would: 
1. Eliminate “eventually” control 
over inter - city7 passenger rates 
except for a maximum rate ceil­ 
ing. 
2. Give all carriers the rate-m ak­ 
ing freedom on bulk commodities 
now enjoy ed by w ater carriers ex- 
clusively. 
3. Extend to all carriers the free­ 
dom now enjoyed by motor carriers 
and freight forwarders from regula­ 
tion of minimum freight rates on 
agricultural and fishery products. 
Th .e recommendations are all 
to the good. Altogether, they should 
be helpful to all transportation, 
rad. highway, water and air. Fur- 
thermuie, they constitute the first 
indication from the White House of 
any practical concern for economic 
and the free enterprise system. 
In recognizing the need for basic 
reformation of the chaotic patch­ 
work of Federal controls and in de­ 
claring that “less Federal regula­ 
tion and 
subsidization is in the 
long run a prime requisite of a 
healthy inter - city transportation 
network” , the message strikes a 
surprising and cheering note rem ­ 
iniscent of a braver and 
more 
self - reliant day. 
But aside from the three points 
abo\e, there was litile to cheer for. 
The President’s request for a $500 
million, three - year Federal aid 
program for expanded public ma 
transportation in urban areas wa 
right back in the New Frontier 
groove of politics as usual. 
There was vague and general ref­ 
erence to the responsibility of La­ 
bor in implementing the recom­ 
mended changes, the President did 
not urge Congress any new legisla­ 
tion in this area. Nor did he men­ 
tion the recommendations of the 
Presidential Railroad Commission 
on modernizing antiquated 
and 
ruinous work rules. 
Let the Congress act with all 
speed on measures to spur compe­ 
tition among the various carriers. 
But let the lawmakers consider, 
too, the need for strength and prog­ 
ress in every form of transporta­ 
tion. •

Russians Launching Flee Is To 
Move Whole Factories To Cuba 
And Make It Communist 
Showpiece In Western World 
GENEVA — It is deceptively 
peaceful. Swans imperially imper­ 
vious to the swit7Ling snow paddle 
gracefully on the icy Rhone Riv­ 
er. Along the Quai Des Bergues 
men meet and hurry through the 
sleet, over the bridges to hots! 
rooms and little restaurants to 
conspire or exchange information. 
Here in the most concentrated 
repository of international data, 
men of the “bloc” and men of 
the NATO alliance meet officially 
in 
common 
councils 
of 
almost 
a hundred international agencies 
and try to pump each other— 
mostly, for the moment, about 
Cuba. 
If one listens and digs, one dis­ 
covers 
the 
Red 
bloc’s 
specific 
plans for development of Cuba 
into a reverse West Berlin — a 
prosperous Communist outpost, a 
Soviet showpiece within our de­ 
fense lines. 
Here there is the evidence of 
Soviet plans for a bridge of big 
freighters over which to run hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth 
of heavy machinery into Cuba. 
Here you learn of new freight 
and passenger ¡»hipping lines be­ 
ing created for swift runs from 
Communist ports! o Havana. Here 
there is the detailed evidence of 
the Red quotas from each bloc 
country, 
with 
which 
Chairman 
Khrushchev hopes to make Cuba 
the most efficient, highly produc­ 
tive state in Latin America. 
There is, for example, the re­ 
port of a special meeting of Com­ 
munist transocean shipping spe­ 
cialists aboard a holiday cruise 
ship, 
the Fritz 
Heekert. 
It is 
owned by the E ast German go\- 
ernment. Those experts organized 
a four-nation Communist consor­ 
tium which will set uu a special 
Baltic Sea - Caribbean shipping 
company. 
This joint regular shipping serv­ 
ice begins operating from Baltic 
ports to Havana during the first 
wreek of 1963. Its first operation 
will be based on a fleet of 12 
freighter« 
Therp 
u in 
be 
fuur 
sailings a month out of the “So­ 
cialist ports.” Mostly7 heavy ma­ 
chinery will be carried. 
When the experts aboard the 
luxurious S.S. Fritz Heekert dis­ 
closed the new commercial fleet 
organization, they said this was 
“a reply to the U.S. attempt to 
crush Socialist Cuba . . . through 
economic pressure.” 
This 
was 
announced 
three 
weeks a$o. 
Fascinating, too, is the creation 
of a new regular passenger serv­ 
ice from the Baltic lands, Eas* 


Germany, and the Polish port of 
Gdynia. There are three vessels 
on 
the 
Baltic-Cuban 
passenger 
run now. 
One is the SS Baltika. which we 
co\ered wrhcn Chairman Khrush­ 
chev turned it into a personal 
yacht for his shoe pounding visit 
to the United Nations. The other 
ships are the SS Mikhail Kalinin 
and the SS Maria Ulyanova. The 
latter is the latest to sail. It left 
Riga on Dec. 9 for Havana with 
an intermediate stop at Gdynia. 
Aboard was a contingent of young 
Cubuans who had finished their re­ 
training 
at 
Soviet 
technical 
schools 
and propaganda institu­ 
tions. 
There will be counterpart fleets 
created by the Fast German, the 
Polish, the Czech and Cuban gov­ 
ernments. Each will run from an­ 
other part of Europe. Each will 
carry untrained Cuban youths to 
Iron Curtain oorts, 
and

tories. 
This East Berlin government is 
expected to build in Cuba, within 
three years, at least 26 complete 
factories. They’ll cost some $30 
million. By the end of 1963 the 
East Germans will set up new 
industries run by German tech­ 
nicians. 
Among 
the 
scheduled 
plants are factories to weld elec­ 
trodes, whip out electric motors 
and installation for the production 
of cement, \egetable oil, textiles, 
metal containers, and sewing ma­ 
chines. This is not entirely for 
the Cuban domestic m arket. Rath­ 
er the produce will be dumped 
inside Latin America. 
Czechoslovakia's 
quota 
next 
year will be almost $100 million 
worth of complete factories, six 
steam turbine stations, and even 
automated machinery. 
FYom Rumania will come mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of oil equip­ 
ment. 
road-building 
machinery, 
chemical products and 3,500 trac­ 
tors. From Poland the quota in­ 
cludes storehouses, grain eleva­ 
tors, a snip repair and shipbuild­ 
ing yard at Mariel by 1964-65.

foods are more easily digested,” 
the article said. ‘ It would seem 
logical that maximal digestion take 
place at body termer, ture. How­ 
ever. recent evidence tends to in­ 
dicate that this is not true.” 
A rapid increase of digestion was 
found to occur at 96 to 100 de­ 
grees Fahrenhc t. a group of Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota researchers 
headed by Dr. Owen H 
Watigen- 
steen reported. Digestion was con­ 
stant between 96 and 122 degrees, 
he said, 
and maximum digestion 
occurred at 122 de irres. 
Normal body temperature is 98 
degrees.
